Health  Officer  s  Report, 


There  has  been  reported  to  the  Health  Officer  during  the 
year  1908,  66  deaths,  being  20  more  than  in  1907.  Twenty  of 
this  number  were  over  70  years  old,  13  were  over  80  and  two 
were  over  90  years  old.  This  is  about  22  per  thousand  a  much 
higher  rate  than  usual. 


There  has  been  reported  and  quarantined  the  following  num- 
ber of  cases:  Diphtheria,  5;  whooping  cough,  13;  mumps, 
34;  measles,  7;  chicken  pox,  22;  typhoid  fever,  1;  scarlet 
fever,  1 ;  making  82  cases  quarantined.  No  deaths  occurred  from 
any  of  these  cases. 


I  have  inspected  all  buildings  used  for  school  purposes, 
including  Norwich  University  buildings  and  found  them  in  good 
condition.  Especial  mention  should  be  made  of  the  graded 
school  buildings  for  their  excellent  condition.  The  sanitary  con- 
ditions at  the  slaughter  houses  have  been  materially  improved  and 
the  general  condition  in  the  village  very  good.

There  has  been  reported  to  the  Health  Officer  during 
the  year  1909,  61  deaths  not  including  5  towns  people, who  died 
in  hospitals,  which  would  make  a  total  of  66  being  the  same 
as  the  previous  year  1908. 

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  has  been  reported  and  quarantined  the  following 
number  of  cases  diphtheria,  2 ;  whooping  cough,  4;  scarlet  fever, 
8;  typhoid  fever, 7  ;chickenpox,  22;  measles,  250  cases  and  many 
more  in  quarantine.  Something  unusual  for  two  such  out- 
breaks in  one  >-ear. 

SCHOOL  HOUSES. 
I  have  inspected  all  buildings  used  for  school  purposes 
and  found  them  in  very  good  condition.  Have  also  inspected 
the  slaughter  houses,  meat  markets  and  meat  carts  and  find 
them  well  kept.  Have  sent  samples  of  milk  from  all  milk 
dealers  and  all  samples  come  up  to  the  required  standard. 
And  under  orders  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  I  distrib-* 
uted  circulars  to  all  owners  of  public  buildings  where  the  law 
requires  fire  escapes  with  the  name  of  owners  or  occupants 
of  same  with  instruction  to  report  after  a  reasonable  time  the 
names  of  those  who  do  not  comply  with  the  law  in  regard  to 
same.

TRUSTEES'  REPORT 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  money  received  from 
insurance  on  the  old  library  has  been  gradually  expended  for  new 
books  and  is  now  practically  exhausted. 

With  a  limited  amount  at  its  disposal  the  book  committee 
has  had  to  use  great  discretion  in  selecting  books  to  meet  the 
most  general  public  demand  and  many  requests  for  works  of  a 
particular  or  technical  character  have  had  to  be  denied.  Some 
of  these  would  be  very  desirable  if  means  were  available  for 
their  purchase. 

The  reading  room  has  been  maintained  largely  through  the 
support  of  the  Ladies'  clubs. 

Additional  provision  is  necessary  to  accommodate  the  juvenile 
department  which  has  been  greatly  enlarged  recently  by  gifts 
from  Mr.  Brown. 

The  amount  at  present  appropriated  by  the  town  is  barely 
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sufficient  to  cover  the  general  expenses  including  librarian,  janitor, 
heat,light  and  incidentals. 

It  is  evident  that  the  appropriation  must  receive  a  consider- 
able increase  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  coming  year.
